Claims 1, 26, 50, 65, 71, and 80 have 
been amended. Claims 6, 14, 18, 25, 39, 40, 48, 49, 62-64, 70, 79, and 84 have been canceled. 
Claims 1-5, 7-13, 15-17, 19-24, 26-38, 41-47, 50-61, 65-69, 71-78, and 80-83 are pending.

Claim 82, line 2: change "component" to - tool - . 
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Claim 83, line 2: change "component" to - tool . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7-13, 15-17, 19-24, 26-38, 41-47, 50-61, 65-69, 71-78, and 80-83 are allowed 
in view of the amendment filed on 8/8/06. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-5, 7-13, 15-17, and 19-24, the cited prior art of record does not teach 
or fairly suggest a too system adapted to operate on a work piece comprising, along with the 
other claimed features, an action component adapted to operate on said work piece by following 
the laser guide line impinging on the tool. 

Regarding claims 26-38 and 41-47, the cited prior art of record does not teach or fairly 
suggest a tool adapted to operate on a work piece comprising, along with the other claimed 
features, an action component adapted to operate piece on said work piece relative to a laser 
guide line impinging on the tool. 

Regarding claims 50-61, the cited prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
tool adapted to operate on a work piece comprising, along with the other claimed features, an 
action component adapted to operate piece on said work piece along a laser line, a location 
detector adapted to determine an orientation of said component relative to the laser line, based at 
least in part on a position set of one or more laser guide lines impinging upon the action 
component. 

Regarding claims 65-69, the cited prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
method for identifying the orientation of a tool on a work piece comprising, along with the other 
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claimed features, detecting position data for one or more laser guide lines incident upon said 
action component. 

Regarding claims 71-78, the cited prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
tool adapted to operate on a work piece comprising, along with the other claimed features, 
determining an orientation of said tool based at least in part on a position of a set of one or more 
laser guide lines impinging upon said tool. 

Regarding claims 80-83, the cited prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
tool adapted to operate on a work piece along a line comprising, along with the other claimed 
features, means for detecting position data for one or more laser guide lines incident upon the 
tool.
